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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To Citizens in school district of Westmoreland : 


In presenting our report of the proceedings of the 
school year, we do not deem it a matter of interest to 
put in print as a matter of history, all of the agreeable 
and disagreeable features that constitute the business of 
the board, but to confine our remarks to the financial 
and educational aspect of the year. The schools in every 
respect have not reached the perfection desired by your 
board, but in the aggregate have been an improvement 
over last year. There has been a marked advancement in 
penmanship, history, arithmetic and reading. Instructions 
have been given all teachers before entering schools of pe- 
culiar conditions (which every school has) in regard to 
certain pupils who are dull. They have been instructed to 
give short lessons and must know them before advancing. 

As is generally known, we have consolidated more this 
year than in the past. While this may seem an unwise 
procedure, we have deemed it our duty to consider what 
was best for the interest of the whole district. Yet we 
think there is a degree of justification in consolidation of 
schools, where as good results, or better can be attained, 
and as a source of economy, and more weeks of schooling 
are obtained. 

If we study the statistics of the past, especially under 
the old system of 1885, you will find that the amount of 
money expended was $1,706.64. With that there was 
given to the pupils a fraction over 23 weeks of school for 
the year, at about $6.10 per week for teachers, and in 
three instances board was given. If those pupils had re- 
ceived 30 weeks as at the present time, the cost would 
have been $2,196. .: 3 

It cannot be disputed that wages of teachers are higher 


wdz3 
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at present than it 1885. The average cost of teachers per 
week, including minor repairs and building fires the pres- 
ent year was $7.83, making a total cost for 30 weeks of 
$1,767. If the prices were paid under the old system for 
teachers at present time, and you cannot get a competent 
teacher less, it would cost the town $2,818.80 to get 30 
weeks school per pupil, making an increased cost of 
$1,051.80 per year. 

For 30 weeks’ school the present year you pay $1,767, 
including transportation. For 30 weeks’ school under old 
system you would pay $2,818.80. ~ 

It will not be necessary to raise additional money. for 
schools at our annual meeting. But there must be money 
raised for repairs. 

You will be called upon by article in warrant to au- 
thorize the board to repair, or dispose of two _ school- 
houses; in the judgment of the board, it would be best for 
the interests of the district to dispose of at least one of 
them. 

The board desire to thank the parents who have con- 
sented to send children to other schools, and all who have 
contributed to their support the past year.
